most recent comprehensive poll 
of women on prohibition proves 
them at least as deeply dissatis- 
fied with dry America as are men. 
Women, this poll shows, are Over- 
whelmingly in favor of modifica- 
tion, amendment, or repeal of pro- 
hibition. 
Here are the returns, as ob- 
tained by the Women’s National 
Republican Club from a question- 
naire sent to its 3000 members, 
leaders of their sex in all parts of 
the country. Many leading Dem- 
ocratic women, it may be re- 
marked, have frequently expressed 
themselves in favor of modifying 
prohibition as at present practiced. 
Of nearly 1000 answers so far 
received from Republican women, 
$53 ask for some change in the 
direction of modifying prohibition. 
Only 107 are satisfied with it. 
‘Five hundred and ninety-four 
women favor modification of the 
Volstead act to permit sale of light 


Six hundred and thirty-six wom- 
en favor sale of liquor under Gov- 
ernment control. 

Five hundred and sixteen wom- 
en—fifty-four per cent—favor re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
and substitution of local option. 

Three hundred and _ thirty-five 
women favor any change and vot- 
ed for all three alternatives. 


Eight hundred and _ seventeen 
women think public morals have 
net been improved by prohibition; 
863 think respect for the law 
has increased: 768 think crime has 
increased; 626 think drinking has 
increased. 


E WOMAN OF IT is not sur- 
| prised at the results of this na- 

tion-wide poll. Always we have 
believed that intelligent women, 
like intelligent men, must see the 
farce of so-called dry America. 
Women in some ways have been 
afforded an even more intimate 
perception than men of the hypoc- 
risy, stupidity and sheer impossi- 
bility of prohibition. 

Women know how many host- 
esses still serve liquor and even 
make it. 

Women know how many dinners 
and parties are disgraced by such 
intemperate drinking as became a 
part of home hospitality only after 
prohibition. 

Women know that college boys 
and girls drink as the youth of 20 
years ago never dreamed of drink- 
ing. Then the boys were at least 
apologetic about getting intoxicat- 
ed, and did nice girls ever get 
that way? Today, many young 
persons are made to feel that they 
must apologize for refusing to 
drink. 

Women know that even children 
in suburban high schools can, and 
do, obtain alcohol. Before pro- 
hibition who ever heard of such a 
thing? 

Decent, thoughtful women be- 
lieve in temperance, and the world 
they know has been awash with in- 
temperance ever since the attempt 
to make a bigoted total abstinence 
the law of the land.

to draw people into a box office, 
where in a feature photo play. all 
the players are responsible. If a 
picture is not a success, it is the 
star who is to blame. On the 
other hand, if the production 
proves popular, it is the star upon 
whom the glory is heaped. It’s 
either all the jam or all the pep- 
per-sauce. There is no half-way. 
“The simplest way to distinguish 
a star from a featured player is 
by the billboards. If a poster reads 
“Clara Bow in ‘IT’ “™ then you know 
that Miss Bow is a star. If the 
billing is “ ‘Old Ironsides’ with 
Esther Ralston,” then I am merely 
a featured player. 

“There are approximately twenty 
or twenty-five featured players in 
Hollywood to every star. Richard 
Dix is a star. So is Adolph Men- 
jou, Thomas Meighan, Raymond 
Griffith, Pola Negri, Florence Vi- 
dor and Clara Bow. On the other 
hand, Ricardo Cortez, Neil Hamil- 
ton, William Collier, Jr., Noah 
Beery, Warner Baxter, George Ban- 
croft, Ford Sterling, Chester Conk- 
lin, Mary Brian, Georgia Hale and 
Lawrence Gray are not stars but 
featured players. 

While stardom is the most 
coveted goal in motion pictures, 
it is also the most dangerous, A 
featured player may work for 15 
or 20 years in pictures, playing 
ingenues, leading roles and, in lat- 
er life, character parts. If she 
appears in four or five successively 
bad productions her value as an 
actress diminishes but little. If 
a star appears in even three re- 
peatedly mediocre pictures her 
drawing power at the box office 
decreases alarmingly and she is 
treading on the thin ice of un- 
popularity. ‘Because she is so great 
a factor in the success or failure 
of a production, exhibitors fight 
shy of taking further risks. 


Just Keeps on Sliding. 


“For some unaccountable reason, 
also, once one slides from stardom 
back to featured roles, the descent 
does not halt. Automatically, it 
seems, one is shoved further and 
further down the line until one 
is finally clinging to the last rung 
of the ladder of despair... As proof 
of the above, let us take those 
who have been stars in recent 
years and have been unable to up- 
hold the responsibility. Few, if 
any, are still active before the 
camera. Most of them have disap- 
peared from the public eye en- 
tirely. 

“Because of the many and varied 
hazards involving the jump from 
featured playerdom to. stardom, 
many players refuse the opportu- 
nity to bridge the gap. They are 
contented with playing safe in the 
field in which they are already 
established, “ other words, they 
prefer belr good featured play- 
er to risking their career upon the 
dangers of stardom. Warner Bax- 
ter, for example, has a clause in 
his contract with Paramount 
whereby it is agreed he will not 
be made a star no matter to what 
heights the ever fickle whim of 
public popularity may hoist him. 
“Being a star, I have discovered, 
means infinitely more work than 
one would ordinarily encounter as 
the featured member of a cast. 
First, there is the selection of a 
story. While a star never has the 
final choice of a vehicle, she is 
naturally given more rein than she 
Was as a featured player. She is 
permitted to suggest possible pic- 
ture material. Anything she sug- 
gests is usually given much con- 
sideration in that officials realize 
that she is better aware of her own 
possibilities in a role than they can 
be. Stories are frequently s#sub- 
mitted to her for her opinion. 
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twenty-six diffcrent outfits. 
include sports clothes, 


ing outfits and traveling clothes. 
Each must be tricd on time and 
again to see that every garment 
fits perfectly. 

“Frequently an entire week is 
spent in the wardrobe department 
of the Paramount Studio prepar- 
ing for a single picture. ite 

“With the public coming more 
and more to observe the clothing 
worn by the players upon the 
screen, one must be doubly care- 
ful that every tuck and seam is 
critic-proof. 

“On many occasions a photoplay 
that is produced in January is not 
released to the metropolitan the- 
aters until July or August and is 
not shown in the smaller towns 
until December and sometimes the 
following year. Here arises a coin- 
plication. A gown or hat that is 
the height of fashion in January, 
when the picture is made, may be 
far in the discard by midsummer 
or fall when the picture is shown. 
The manner in which this obstacle 
is overcome is this, 

The Fan Mail Increases. 


“There are two creators of fash- 
ion in the Paramount West Coast 
Studio. One of them spends six 
months of the year in Paris ob- 
serving the general trend in styles 
and by careful deduction notes 
what will be the prevailing fashion 
in America six or eight months 
ahead. He then returns to Holly- 
wood with the necessary informa- 
tion and the other creator makes 
the journey. In this manner, styles 
are created for motion pictures 
long in advance of the time they 
are introduced in the United 
States. 


“With the advancement of a 
player to the rank of stardom, 
one’s fan mail also increases. With- 
in three months after I had been 
announced as a star my fan letters 
increased from one hundred to well 
over the thirteen hundred mark 
each week. While a secretary an- 
swers those of minor importance, 
there are hundreds which require 
personal attention—letters from 
children in hospitals, from shut- 
ins, letters of helpful criticism, let- 
ters from poor people. My fan 
mail is indeed one of the pleasant 
things in connection with my pic- 
ture work, 


And now listen to Dolores Cos- 
tello while she tells about how she 
had to wait for her chance and 
how it came at last: 


“My sister Helene and I were 
dancing with the George White’s 
‘Scandals’ in Chicago when a rep- 
resentative of the Warner Bros. 
office attended the theater one 
night and saw ys. A fev days lat- 
er we both received cards asking 
us to have screen tests taken which 
would be submitted to the studio. 
We hesitated at first, thinking that 
it was only a form note sent to 
everybody, but mother persuaded 
us that we ought not ignore -he 
request, 

“We had our tests taken, which 
were sent to the coast, and we were 
later asked to come out ourselves, 
Both of us were placed under con- 
tract with the Warner Bros. and 
it was then that our heartaches 
began. There were plenty of 
“maid” parts to be filled, and oth- 
er unimportant bits, but the real 
chance was nowhere in sight. I 
was almost ready to give up. It 
all seemed so futile, waiting for 
them to decide that I should be 
given an opportunity at all. 
Months passed. I was bored and 
discouraged. I was loaned out to 
Fox, and then taken back again to 
take the role of just another maid. 

“Then one day I passed John 
Barrymore on the set. He looked 
at me rather intently.

ILLIE LANGTRY’S first claim 


L to fame lay in the fact that 
She was one of the most beau- 
tiful women of England for many 
years. In fact, she reigned supreme 
as a beauty and was a favorite in 
London fashionable society. She 
had a_ stately, well-proportioned 
figure, a shapely head with an 
abundance of red-gold hair, an oval 
face, large gray eyes, a beautiful 
complexion and a rich, winning 
voice, 

She was born Emily Charlotte le 
Breton, the daughter of the Rev. 
W. C. le Breton, dean of the eccle- 
siastical district of Jersey. By her 
first marriage she became Mrs, Ed- 
ward Langtry. She became Mrs. 
Hugo de Bathe by her second mar- 
riage, but it was as Lillie Langtry 
that she wag known and loved by 
all. 

When circumstances made it 
necessary for Mrs. Langfry to look 
for employment she naturally 
turned to the theater, since she 
already had acquired a circle of 
admirers as a beauty. She was her 
own manager both in London and 
America. Her first appearance on 
the stage was at the Haymarket 
Theater, London, as Miss Hardcas- 
tle, in the comedy. “She Stoops to 


rienced many hardships, but she 
met all obstacles with a cheerful 
and purposeful spirit. 

Her first appearance in America 
was at Wallack’s Theater, as Hes- 
ter Grazebrook in “The Unequal 
Match.” The greeting accorded her 
here was cordial and favorable. 

Mrs. Langtry’s impersonation of 
Juliana in the comedy, “The 
Honeymoon,” was considered per- 
fect by many critics of the time. 
Some of Mrs. Langtry’s other suc- 
cesses were as Galatea in “Pyg- 
malion and Galatea,” as Pauline in 
“The Lady of Lyons” and as Lady 
Clancarty in the play of that name, 

Although she never attained the 
dramatic heights of a Duse, an 
Ada Rehan or an Ellen Terry, she 
made for herself a place on the 
stage peculiarly her own, Her 
great beauty, charm, gentle dig- 
nity, poise and good acting placed 
her as a star in the constellation 
of famous actresses.
